Caldwell, in an appeal to Gov- 
ernors, to Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands and 
to commissioners of the District 
of Columbia, asked for these 
things by March 1: 

1. Legislation by the states 
providing ‘for civil defense. 

2. Appointment of a thor- 
oughly competent, full-time ci- 
vilian director of civil defense 
in éach state, territory and the 


District of Columbia. A civil 
defense official said all states 
have appointed civil defense 
directors but that some of them 
are national guardsmen, who 
might be called away in ‘an 
emergency. : 

3. Appropriation of funds for 
civil defense. ' 

4. Establishment, in every 
community, of an operating 
civil defense agency. 

The civil. defense recruiting 
Caldwell wants in full operation 
by April 1 includes volunteer 
firefighters, policemen, medical 
personnel, rescue workers and 
workers to care for the homeless 
in an emergency. 


Meeting here at the Blackstone 
Hotel, the 21 Governors discussed 
these points: 

1. How will the civil defense 
program be paid for? 

2.. How will it be 
istered?

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Jan. 26 
(AP)—Canada offered a six-point 
compromise Korean peace plan to 
the United Nations Political Com- 
mittee today. Altering some de- 
tails of a 12-nation Arab-Asian 


proposal, it calls for a conference 
here or in New Delhi within a 
week to talk shout a cease-fire as 
a preliminary to other peace 
steps. 

Lester B. Pearson, Canadian 
external affairs minister, said his 
program would be a conclusive 
test of the real intentions. of the 
Communist Chinese government 
in Peiping. 

He proposed that the Political 
Committee give the Communist 
Chinese 48 hours to answer 
whether it would take part in 
the conference. He did not 
present a formal resolution, but 
merely outlined his plan. 


Support for U.S. Move. 

At the same time, he revealed 
Canada’s intent to support the 
United States resolution for 
branding Red China ah aggressor 
and for designating the Collective 
Measures Committee to consider 
“further. steps’ —possibly the ap- 
plication of sanctions—against the 
Peiping government. 

Israel also offered informally a 
compromise peace plan, 
agreed that Red China should be 
named an aggressor in Korea. It 
strongly urged, however, that the 
question of penalties should be 
deferred, pending further  at- 
tempts for a peaceful settlement. 

Both Israel and Canada opposed 
the Arab-Asian proposal. 

The committee recessed until 
tomorrow for its third straighi 
Saturday session on the Chinese 
Communist problem. There was 
no hint when a vote would come, 
but some Americans indicated 
they did not expect a decision un- 
til. next week.

Cease-Fire Put First. 

The Canadian plan differed 
from the Arab-Asia resolution in 
specifying that a cease-fire must 
precede any ether discussion, and 
in. putting a time limit on negotia- 
tions. It also made plain that 
withdrawal of all non-Korean 
armed forces from Korea should 
include all Chinese. 

Pearson said he would not sup- 
port the Arab-Asian proposal be- 
cause it was too vague about a 
cease-fire as a condition to other 
négotiations. 

He told the committee that Can- 
ada will suport the United States 
resolution “because it states one 
vital truth that~is self-evident. 
The armed forces of the People’s 
Government of China continue 
their invasion of Korea. We can- 
not deny that fact by opposing or 
abstaining on this resolution.” 

For Continued Talks. 

He ‘pointed out that the United 
States resolution provides for 
continued peace talks. “If the 
People’s Republic of China has 
not closed the door on its part, 
there is no valii reason why, 
whatever happens to this resolu- 
tion, discussions cannot continue,” 
Pearson argued. He said, “This 
resolution is in no sense a decla- 
ration of war against China.” 

Pearson said the conference he 
was suggesting could consist of 
the same seven countries pro- 
posed by the Asia-Arab bloc: The 
United States, Britain, France, 
Red China, Russia, India and 
Egypt. 

He said its first order of busi- 
ness should be to set up a cease- 
fire committee consisting of the 
United States, Red China, and 
representatives of the U.N. Com- 
mission for the Unification and 
Rehabilitation of Korea. Any 
other country that these three 
agreed on could also be on a 
cease-fire committee. 

Tells of Truce Efforts. 

Pearson was a member of the

Other Costello Interests. 

Reluctantly, Kastel admitted 
Costello has’ an interest in the 
Bayou Novelty Co., the Louisiana 
Mint Co. and other Louisiana 
gambling enterprises. 

Kastel testified Costello re- 
ceived $1000 a month from the 
Beverly Club as a “goodwill am- 
bassador in New York,” and 
helped in hiring ehtertainers

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—Top 
Army officials at the Pentagon 
refused comment today on a pub- 
lished report that Maj. Gen. Rob- 
ert McClure’s recent removal as 
commander of the Second Divi- 
sion in Korea was due to his re- 
peated protests over the “military 
monstrosity” of orders given him 
to stop and hold advancing Com- 
munist forces at Wonju. 

They said any inquiries about 
the matter should be directed to 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur or Gen. 
McClure’s other superiors in the 
Far East. 

The alleged reason for Gen. 
McClure’s relief was published in 
yesterday’s Washington Daily 
News in one of a series of “un- 
censored” articles by Jim G. 
Lucas following his return from 
five months’ coverage of the Ko- 
rean war. Lucas said Gen. 
McClure objected to the order 
sending the Second Division back 
to Wonju after it had been aban- 
doned in the retreat from Seoul, 
but that his outfit “pushed back 
to outskirts of Wonju and held” 
when he was overruled. 

“Gen. McClure—never a diplo- 
matic man—continued to protest 
that his men were surrounded on 
three sides by 10 North Korean 
divisions and one brigade,” 
Lucas’s article said. “He said his 
men could be cut off and an- 
nihilated at any time: He insisted 
the situation at Wonju was a mili- 
tary monstrosity. 

“Almost daily—and with con- 
siderable heat—he asked Maj. 
Gen. E. A. Almond, Tenth Corps 
commander, to let him pull back. 
Gen. McClure was abruptly re- 
moved from his command. The 
removal shook the Second Divi- 
sion to its roots. His men looked 
on him as their champion. They 
felt that he had been fired for 
fighting their battles.”

‘FRANCE OUTLAWS 
WFTU AND 2 OTHER

PARIS, Jan. 26 (AP) — France 
today outlawed three pro-Commu- 
nist international organizations, 
including the World Federation of 
Trade Unions. The Interior Min- 
istry ordered the WFTU to close 
its international headquarters 
here within a month. Similar 
orders went to the World Federa- 
tion of Democratic Youth and the 
International Democratic Federa- 
tion of Women. 

The government probably was 
inspired to move against the 
WFTU because of Red efforts to 
get French dockers to refuse to 
handle American arms ships. 

The Communist-run French 
confederation of labor is affiliated 
with the WFTU. Catholic and 
Socialist trade unions in France 
are affiliated with the Interna- 
tional Confederation of Free 
Trade Unions, formed in 1949 to 
fight the WFTU.

“At least these things 
should be done right.” 
Furthermore, GulHion said, one 
of the basic issues in the picture 
is that the N.C.A.A. is operating 
as a “conference of conferences.” 
“A basketball independent 
doesn’t have a chance of getting 
in an N.C.A.A. post-season tourna- 
ment,” the Bears’ coach asserted. 
“Here at Washington we aren't 
interested in post-season tourna- 
ments, but if we were, we wouldn't 
stand a chance. The same applies 
to a number of other good basket- 
ball schools. The major confer- 
ence completely dominate the 
N.C.A.A.” 

Bureau Move Suggested. 

A corrective move in regard to 
the statistics bureau, which helps 
create the national picture of col- 
lege basketball, would be to move 
the bureau from New York to 
Chicago, Gullion said. 

“The statistics office should be 
in Chicago where Tug Wilson 
(N.C.A.A.) secretary can exercise 
direct jurisdiction. There it 
would. be centrally located so 
that statistics would not be dis- 
torted by the fime element in- 
volved in collecting and dis- 
tributing the information,” Gul- 
lion declared. 

This “battle of statistics” be- 
a when the national bureau, 

perated by Homer Cooke in New 
York, demoted Washington from 
the major college to the small 
college classification. 

The gauge of basketball im- 
portance is whether a team plays 
50 per cent of its schedule 
‘against “major” teams. Listing of 
majors begins with the members 
of the Eastern, Southern, South- 
eastern, Big Ten, Big Seven, Mis- 

souri Valley, Southwest, Border, 
Skyline Eight and Pacific Coast 
conferences.

distinguishing between strength of

In the ranking system Wash- 
ington’s average standing for 
three seasons past has been 107th 
in the country. Since its rating 
in this system is better than 63 
of the 153 “major” teams, Wash- 
ington ranks at least 90th among 
major teams. Therefore, Gullion 
concluded, there are at least 17 
“small college” teams ignored in 
the arbitrary division of. major 
and small college teams. 


In criticising what he felt to 
be the unsound practice of the 
statistical bureau, Gullion be- 
lieved he was speaking for many 
“small college” teams that suffer 
from the same slight. , 

“If the national ranking sys- 
tem we happen to be using is not 
preferred, then let the N.C.A.A. 
work one out.” Gullion said. 

How About Dues? 

“N.C.A.A. dues are based on 
the size of school. We pay ma- 
jor school dues here. But as far 
as statistics are concerned, the 
only way to have any meaning 
to them is to get them on the 
basis of strength of teams.”

“ Congressional opinion, which originally op- 


posed drafting 18-year-olds, now ‘seems to be 
shifting. Members of both Ye House and Sen- 
ate Armed Services Committees, after listening 
to the Defense Department case, now are ré& 
ported to be in favor of the proposal. 

On balance, there to be more reasons 
for drafting 18-year-olds than there are reasons 
against. Bearing in mind the national need to 
increase military strength, and the fact that in- 
equities in individual cases will result from any 
general draft plan, it would appear that fewer 
hardships are likely to be caused by drafting 18- 
year-olds than any other age groyp.- Most boys 
finish high school at that age, and have not had 
time to begin their life careers. 

There should be no misconception in the pub- 
lic mind about an 18-year-old draft. This is 
principally to initiate ,a program of universal 
military training and service, and-only second- 
arily to build up this country’s armed forces to 
the required level. If it is operated as it should 
be, it will be a radical new departure for this 
country. It will affect practically every Ameri- 
ean family, every college, every business or in- 
dustry, inte the indefinite future. 

Exemptions should be held to a minimum, in 
order to hold inequities to a minimum. Youths 
with not-too-serious defects should be inducted 
into the armed services and given jobs they can 
perform. Instead of taking only the physically 
and mentally best-qualified, the Navy and the 
Air Force should be required to take their share 
of all draftees. 

There should be as few occupational or stu- 
dent deferments as possible. Some appear un- 
avoidable, if the nation is to obtain the doctors 
and scientists, for example, that it needs. But 
students so deferred should be required to serve 
their country in their specialized roles when they 
have been trained. And such service should be 
for a period equal to the time their fellow citi- 
zens were required to serve. 

The period of service, whether 21 months or 
27 months, should be fixed now, with the deter- 
mination to maintain it for that length of time if 
world conditions will permit. One of the ad- 
vantages of a universal military service program 
is that it permits a youth to know when he will 
have to leave civilian life. Equally, he should 
know as far as possible precisely when he will 
return to civilian life. 

Drafting 18-year-olds now is the best way to 
begin a long-term program of universal military 
training and service. It also will raise the size 
of our armed forces. But Congress and the De- 
fens@ Department should not stop there. They 
have a responsibility to plan how they can re-.- 
lease reserves called back to active duty in the 
emergency and regulars being held beyond the 
periods they agreed to serve. 

If an 18-year-old draft will not make these 
releases possible, while maintaining the size of 
the armed forces at the required level for an 
indefinite period, then there should be no hesi- 
tancy about drafting married non-veterans in the 
19- to 25-year-old age group. There should be 
much greater use of men qualified only for lim- 
ited service, as the Defense Department at last 
has proposed. 

Indeed, an excellent case could be made for 
faking men in these latter categories, instead of 
18-year-olds, if building up the size of this coun- 
try’s armed forces in being were the sole reason 
for broadening the draft. But we must 
strengthen our military power not only for the 
months immediately ahead but also for the in- 
definite future. The most efficient, effective 
and on-the-whole fairest method of accomplish- 
ing that goal is to begin universal military 
training and service for 18-year-olds. 
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Cry of Distress—in Advance 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. proposes to 


‘give the inflationary spiral another boost in 


Missouri just as national policy is finally moving 
toward stabilization. Southwestern Bell asks for 
a million dollars a month in higher rates which 
would increase the cost of living or the cost of 
doing business for all its Missouri customers. 

The company’s plea seems to be not so much 
that it needs the money now, as that it feels 
sure it is going to need it. A lot of its hard- 
pressed customers may feel the same way; what- 
ever the future may hold, they are pretty sure 
they are not going to like it. 

We see no reason why. the Public Service 
Commission should rush the first aid. kit to 
Southwestern Bell before its anticipated bruises 
occur. A company spokesman. says that it 
earned somewhat more than 5 per cent on its 
net investment in 1950, and expects to earn the 
same return in 1951 unless wage increases 
(which cannot take place until June) inflate its 
costs again. 

Southwestern Bell regards this as a niggardly 
rate of return, but St,.Louis and Kansas City 
spokesmen presented strong evidence in the last 
rate case to show that a rate of around 5 per 


‘cent on net investment:was just about right, in 


the sense that this yield would enable the com- 
pany to command the new capital it needs to 


expand its service.

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The West’s Diplomatic Sparring 

The most recent American-British-French note 
to Moscow in the continuing exchange over 
holding a new Big Four foreign ministers’ con- 
ference does not display any unbridled enthusi- 
asm for such a meeting.

There is, unfoftunately, good reason ‘to be 
suspicious.

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Make the Most of the Lull 


In some respects the situation in Korea is not 
unlike that which existed up near the Yalu 
river just before Gen. MacArthur’ launched his 
pre-Christmas drive to the Manchurian border. 
United Nations forces are out of touch with the 
enemy much of the time. Opposing units have 
withdrawn to the north. American troops have 
met some resistance, bit to a dégree at least 
there is a reproduction of the buffer area be- 
tween the two lines two months ago.

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A Compromised Compromise 

The Board of Education has produced what it 
calls a “compromise” on reforms in public school 
administration. But the powers now proposed 
for the board’s auditor would create a badly 
compromised compromise. 

Earlier’ the board and its Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee had compromised on details, but not 
on principle, for a unit control system. The 
board was to stick to policy making, the school 
superintendent was to be the responsible admin- 
istrative officer, and the board’s auditor was to 
check his work. Now the board wants to compli- 
cate matters and there is a dispute. 


As the citizens’ group sees it, bills

should be certified by the bookkeeping depart- © 


ment under thé superintendent, then Sent to the 
board’s secretary-treasurer for payment, after 
which the auditor“would audit the accounts. 

As the board proposes, bills would be certified 
by the bookkeeping department, then sent to the 
auditor for a pre-audit, then sent to the treas- 
urer for payment, and after all of this the aud 
tor would do his real auditing. 

Citizens’ committee spokesmen naturally ‘ob- 
ject to sending such a plan to the Legislature. 
They think the plan was drawn to fit the present 
auditor, Thor Bruce. They also think the board 
proposal would have the auditor auditing his 
own work. That would be a silly duplication 
and it. might be expensive. 

But the main objection to this latest “compro- 
mise” is this: Through the pre-audit, the board's 
auditor would have a kind of. immediate veto 
over many routine financial matters. Through 
him, board members would be abie to interfere 
with administrative work.

The average citizen, and the 
same thing weuld apply to many 
Government officials, assumes 
that the FBI has been supervising 
plant protection. But the FBI has 
no authority in this field. 

At the beginning of World War 
II J. Edgar Hoover, FBI chief, 
was ordered to set up a system of 
plant protection. This was vitally 
necessary because under the 
Stalin-Hitler pact Communists 
throughout the world were at that 
time. following the line that the 
British were imperialist war- 
mongers. An active Communist 
campaign was launched in this 
country to’ sabotage American 
plants filling British’ and French 
plane orders. 

The FBI inaugurated an effi- 
cient nation-wide system of plant 
protection. In 1943, however, the 
Army insisted that Army coun- 
ter-intelligence should také* over 
protection in all plants with 
Army contracts. Hoover turned 
the system over following this 
demand. With the end of the war 
it was allowed to lapse. 


Left Up to the Individual. 


The only agency which today 
has any authority in the field is 
the munitions board. About all 
the board has done is to put out 
a pamphlet available to plant 
management telling how a plant 
with war contracts should be pro- 
tected from the threat of sabo- 
tage and espionage. 


This means that the responsi- 
bility falls primarily on the in- 
dividual plant manager. Some 
plants with vital war contracts 
have effective protection con- 
scientiously carried out. But in 
others, where the work is equally 
important to the defense effort, 
it is widely known here that the 
way is open to the kind of sabo- 
tage that could cripple production 
and defense. 

In some war plants Commu- 
nist-dominated unions are still 
recognized as the bargaining 
agent under protection of the 
Taft-Hartley Act. This is pointed 
up in one particular situation 
where there would seem to be a 
strange disregard of security.

OU are not the only wife, Mrs. G. who feels that her emo- 
Y tionat needs are not met by her husband. 

A study of hundreds of couples in the “white collar 
class” found only about one-sixth of them agreeing that the 
physical desire of the two partners was equal. Another one- 
sixth rated the wife as the more passionate of the two. In 
two-thirds of the cases, the husband’s desire exceeded that of 
his wife. 

The highest happiness scores were found in those mar- 
riages where desire was equal, or that of the wife slightly less 
than that of her husband. There was no difference in these 
two groups, so far as general happiness was concerned. Less 
satisfactory were the extremes of difference in either direc- 
tion. ;

ANY MARRIAGE has to be based on mutual considera- 
tion. In some instances, there is a disharmony due to greater 
aze of the husband, and the wife merely has to recognize the 
facts and make the best of it. But there are probably two or 
three million wives in North America for whom marriage 
would be more satisfying, if they were physically more at- 
tracted to their own husbands. How are they going to meet

Simon, the extrovert son of a 


Lutheran minister, has been run-. 


ning “good” stories ever since the 
Troy Lions Club put him in busi- 
ness two and a half years ago. 


. Nearly every Thursday he has 


been. needling Madison county 
law enforcement officers about 
gambling in their bailiwicks.. He 
has named names, and if a man 
in public office strikes him as 
being a “gangster,” Simon hangs 
this label on him without using 
quotation marks. 

But gambling isn’t the only 
vice he crusades against. A little 
over a year ago, When he heard 
that prostitution was flourishing 
again in at least two recently 
raided roadhouses, Simon visited 
the places, posed as a prospective 
client and told of the excursion 


in a front-page, by-lined story 


naming the joints and recalling 
for his readers in colorful detail: 
the conversations he had had 
there. 

He knows so much about the 
conditions in Madison county 
that he received a summons a 
couple of weeks ago to testify as 
an expert witness before Senator 
Estes Kefauver’s Crime Commit- 
tee when it meets in St. Louis 
next month. And last Tuesday he 
filed a formal complaint with 
State’s Attorney Austin Lewis of 
Madison county demanding that a 
grand jury investigate the regime 
of former Sheriff Dallas T. Har- 
rell. At the same time he request- 
ed the Illinois Bar Association to 


‘take disciplinary action against 


Lewis for his failure to act ef- 
fectively against gamblers. 

All of this pressure-propelled 
steam issues from a newspaper 
which three years ago did not 
exist at all. There had been a 
Troy Tribune since 1873, but 
when the doctor told the late Ben 
Jarvis in the fall of 1947 that he 
had cancer, the veteran editor 
told his one part-time helper to 
go home. Then he surveyed his 
antiquated equipment and simply 
closed up shop. 

Simon, a hometown booster in 
the best tradition, claims that 
Troy has a population of 1500, in- 
cluding “that one bunch of 
houses right outside the city lim- 
its.’ The 1950 census found 1380 
persons living in town, and most 
of the menfolk work in St. Louis. 

But Troy was not ready to re- 
sign itself to becoming a typical 
commuter’s “ m town.” In 
May 1948 the Lions Club, which 
has 60. members, reactivated the 
Troy . Security Bank, dormant 
since depression days. The stock- 
holders. decided that the bank's 
first major investment should be 
in reopening of the paper. 

The then 19-year-old boy they 
picked tobe publisher: was born 
in Eugene, Ore., just a month aft- 
er his parents returned from 
China where they had been mis- 
sionaries... His father began edit- 
ing the .Christian Parent, a re- 
ligious journal, and since he had 
his own.;shop Paul grew up amid 
the pungent -smell: of printer's 
ink. - He*knows how to set type 
and operate: a. press. 

Until the ‘age of 15, young Si- 
mon atten a parochial school 
in .Portland with a view to be- 
coming a minister: But he didn’t 
like the .regimentation of the 
school.

IMON, who publishes under 
S the slogan “A Progressive 

Newspaper for a Progressive 
Town,” pepped up his cobwebbed 
establishment by buying a lino- 
type machine (the paper hadn’t 
had one) and other modern equip- 
ment. He also separated the 
printing and editing functions by 
renting a former dry cleaning 
establishment across the street 
for an office. There he sits 
in an ancient armchair on which 
he places a fat book so he can 
reach the typewriter on the clut- 
tered roll-top desk. If he wants 
light in the office he has to ask 


the tavern next door to switch on 
the electricity. 

Simon gets no county printing, 
but he does a lot of commercial 
jobs, including the. press run of a 
Negro weekly published in Joliet, 
Ill. To handle the. work. he hired 
a full-time staff of three men. 
Charles Klotzer, 25-year-old as- 
sistant editor, is a Jewish refugee 
from Berlin. . Eldon Scholl, the 
printer-pressman, is a director of 
the St. Louis Rationalist Society, 
a group of freethinkers. Art Benz, 
us Linotype operator, is a Cath- 
olic. 

Klotzer, who lives with his par- 
ents at 1339 Goodfellow boule- 
vard in St. Louis, came to Amer- 
ica in 1947 from Shanghai where 
he had lived for eight years 
after fleeing Germany. He found 
a bookkeeping job, but it bored 
him and so he ran a classified ad 
in the Post-Dispatch to see wheth- 
er anybody needed a beginner in 
journalism. Paul Simon did. He 
answered the ad and the young 
men have become close’ friends. 

Like his boss, Klotzer writes a 
weekly column. Simon’s is called 
“Trojan Thoughts” and it has 
won a ribbon from the [Illinois 
Press Association. His assistant’s 
stint is headed “Tribune Search- 
light” and comes as close to pun- 
ditry as the paper gets. Both 
editors share in the shirtsleeve 
job of printing and mailing the 
papers and sweeping the office. 
Pressman Scholl, by the same 
token, helps the editorial end 
with a weekly contribution headed 
“Science Subjects.” The Tribune's 
stable of columnists is rounded 
out by .the Rev. Martin P. 
Simon, the publisher’s father, 
who writes “Building the Happy 
Home.” 

The paper’s anti-gambling cam- 
paign was Paul’s idea. “My fa- 
ther is all for it, but he never 
pushed me into it,” he says. “I 
just heard that the Hyde Park 
Club.in Venice and the 200 Club 
in Madison were going to open 
again and I wrote an open letter 
to the State’s Attorney. That's 
‘how it all got started.” 

He hounded the gamblers with 
stories headed, “‘Closed’ 200 
Club Now Operating Again” or

following day he heard how his

Edwardsville, the county seat. 

At 3:30 p.m. that day, however, 
the chuckles froze as IMlinois 
State Police, on Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson’s orders, raided the 
two most neteeue gambling 
joints in the untry. Neither 
place is now open and the for- 
mer operators of one, the Hyde 
Park Club, recently split the

Simon, of course, does not 
claim credit for the clean-up of 
open gambling in 
county.
